a. The amendments filed 1 -5-98 and 6-26-98 propose amendments to the specification and claims that do not 
comply with 37 CFR 1.121 (b), which sets forth the manner of making amendments in reissue applications. In the claims 
the amendment to claim 3, filed 1 -5-98, fails to comply with the rule because it fails to provide all deleted text in brackets, 
"all" has been deleted from the claim but has not been provided in brackets. In the specification the amendment beginning 
on col. 5, line 23, filed 6-26-98, fails to comply with the rule because it fails to provide all deleted text in brackets, see 
particularly line 3 of the amended paragraph which deletes "is" but fails to bracket it. A supplemental paper correctly 
amending the reissue application is required.
